"It aint proper," said one Times 
Square bar patron. "If anybody 
vants to see the moon, he ought 
to go outdoors." 
That's what many did. 
The top of Empire State building 
was jammed as the moon slid into 
the shadow of the earth, and grad- 
ually became invisible. 


Others stood in the streets and 
on doorsteps to watch the show. 


The phenomenon could be seen on 
lalf the earth's surface—wherever 
t was night at the time it oc- 
curred. 


Authorities at Hayden plane'tar- 
um said that, as viewed in New 
York, the moon was 
completely 
blacked out, whereas in a normal 
full eclipse it shines with a dull 
red glow. 


The last time a "black eclipse" 
look plade was in 1844, the plane- 
tarium said. There have been sev- 
eral full eclipses 
of 
the 
moon 


since then, the last one in 1945, but 
none of them black. 


In a normal eclipse, the earth 


is squarely between the moon and 
the sun. But while the moon is in 
a shadow, it retains a dull glow 
from sun rays that bounce from the 
earth's atmosphere, the planetar- 
ium said. 
"In a "black eclipse," the plane- 
tarium added, an unusual 
cloud 
blanket surrounding part 
earth's surface prevents 
fracted rays from 
reaching

The sky in the New York area 
was clear as the earth's shadow 
touched the moon at 9:28 p.m 
(EST), and darkened it at 10:28 
p.m.

Company's East Coasf television 
network carried pictures •. of 
the 
event from cameras set up on the 
roof of the Franklin Institute

Television Station WPIX in Nev, 
York also carried the sky show, 
using telescopic equipment of the 
Hayden planetarium. 


For anybody living on the moon 
the show would have been a spec 
tac'ular one, with or without tele- 
vision sets. For them, the earth 
would have been a blank ball, with 
a shimmering corona—caused by 
the sun's rays—around its perip 
hery.

Russia Renews 
Offer to Lift 
Blockade 


London, April 23 —(/P)— A dip- 
lomatic informant said today Rus- 
sia has recently renewed her otter 
to lift the Berlin blockade if Big 
Four talks on Germany are re- 
sumed. 


not materially 
affect the' Berlin 


situation, since the allies have in- 
sisted all along that the blockade 
must be lifted first before any big 
four talks on Germany. The Rus- 
sians have insisted on calling the 
four-power conference first. 


The informant, a specialist in 
German affairs, 
declined 
to 
be 


identified, even by nationality. He 
did not say where the newest ap- 
proach was made, but presuma- 
bly it was in Berlin. 


The informant said that the Rus- 


sians have had feelers out for the 
last six weeks or so about possible 
negotiation with the West over the 
German question. He said one such 
approach was made by the Poles 
who asked the Western powers how 
they would react to 
ending 
the 


blockade under certain conditions, 
which the informant did not detail. 


Russia imposed the Berlin block- 
ade last June. 


Whether there was anything new 
added to the Russian approach the 
informant did not say. 


The last four-power foreign min- 
isters' meeting—in London early in 
1948—borke down mainly on the 
question of German 
reparations. 
Recently, Prime 
Minister 
Stalin 


linked the Soviet blockade of Ber- 
lin with Western power moves for 
a separate government for West- 
ern Germany. The West already 
has announced an occupation stat- 
te—a substitute peace treaty — 
or Western Germany to permit it 
o adopt a constitution.
